not be available for at least eight 
or ten years. 

“Richmond is drawing upon her 
[underground water supply to the 
very limit and is now facing a wa- 
ter famine. 

“The Standard Oil fleet of over 
twenty-seven vessels go to San 
Francisco for their fresh water 
and pay fifty cents per er Wes | 
gallons for it. The Peoples’ Wa- 
ter company in the past few weeks 
have attempted to curtail the sup- 
ply being furnished. to the Standard 
Oil company by putting disks with 
two-inch apertures in the company’s 
‘four-inch pipes. 

“Within the* last two years sev- 
eral manufacturing: companies have 
looked over this field and have de- 
clined to locate their plants here 
because no local water company 
would insure therh an adequate sup- 
ply of water. 

“Richmond has reached the mi 
or her growth unless she gets more 
manufacturing plants, and such 
plants .camn not be acrommodrted 
here unless we can furnish them a 
sufficient supply of soft water. We 
cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
that our future growth depends up- 
On our ability to procure an ade- 
quate water supply. Of what use 
will our fine harbor be unless we 
greatly increase our output of manu- 
factured articles? 

“It has also been stated that by | 
digging wells we can obtain all the 
water we need. If this were so 
why is the Peoples’ Water e»ompany 
suffering from a shortage of water 
and why has the Standard Oil com- 
pany a fleet of barges in readiness 
Ito go to the Sacramento 
‘water at a moment's notice? 

“A favorite argument against 
|bonds is that we are already over- 
| burdened with bonds and that, if this 


bond issue is voted, the taxpayer 
will have an additional burden to 
| carry.
